THIS PRICE LIST contains a listing on the choice selections of 
‘Nursery Stock (Trees, Shrubs, Palms, Deciduous Flowering Trees 
and Shrubs and Vines) which we have available for our customers 
this year. It represents a very nice selection of choice materials 
and Specimen Stock for the Better Landscape Planting of the 
Southwest. 

We do have a limited supply of some varieties not listed in this 
Price List, and would be glad to answer special inquires of your 
requirements. 

For years we have practiced the Grading of Trees and Shrubs 
by the Standardized System of grading of the American Association 
of Nurserymen, and we continue this practice as we think it is the only “Fair Way” of grad- 
ing Nursery stock, and giving all of our Customers a square deal. This Price List covers both 
XX Standard Quality, and XXX Extra Heavy Quality Trees and Shrubs.

This Catalog is intended for members of the Trade (Nursery- 
men, Landscape men, Dealers, Florists) who buy for resale plant 
materials. Should it fall into the hands of a Retail customer, it 
will be appreciated if it is returned directly to us. 


TERMS AND DISCOUNTS: Cash in advance, unless satisfac- 
tory arrangement is made before shipment. Five percent (5%) 
will be allowed for Cash if remittance accompanies order. Two 
percent (2%) discount will be allowed for open accounts if paid 
within 10 days from date of delivery. Thirty (30) days net on 
List prices. Six percent (6%) interest will be added on overdue 
accounts, and subject to “Sight Draft’. 


PACKING: Where stock is loaded in car or truck, without 
tops wrapped, no charge for packing is made. Where L. C. L or 
Express shipments require baling, boxing or crating, we make a 
charge for material and labor at cost. 

SPECIMEN NURSERY STOCK: For Specimen Stock above 
XX and XXX Quality, selected or marked in the Nurseries, will 
be priced according to its value. 


RESERVE ORDERS: Reserve orders are accepted upon pay- 
ment of 25% advance, and upon the condition that they shall be 
void, should injury befall the stock, or error in count before ship- 
ment, or other causes beyond our control. 


GUARANTEE: We guarantee our Stock to be well grown, true 
to name, properly packed and shipped according to instructions. In 
no case shall our liability be more than the original Invoice value. 
We panes guarantee plants to live or grow after they leave our

CLAIMS: Complaints properly presented will be given special 
attention. Any claims must be made upon receipt of shipment, or 
within five (5) days. Be sure to have exceptions for damages 
noted on Transportation receipt at time of delivery. 

SHIPPING POINT: All prices are f. 0. b. our Nurseries, and 
Shipments travel at the risk and expense of the Purchaser. We 
load trucks and Carloads at our urseries. Carload shipments 
billed from Mt. Evergreen, or Gilburg, Texas siding, adjoining our 
fields.

Frequent- 
ly termed the “‘Lilac of the South’. Beautiful display 
of color unrivaled the first Summer. The most gener- 
ous usage and the demand of recent years indicates its 
great popularity. 

PRUNE EVERY WINTER: For best results Crape 
Myrtles should be cut back to One Foot of the ground 
when planted. By using B&B in big sizes you get 
better root systems. Then every year thereafter, 
prune them back to within two to four inches where 
they were the year before. In this way you get much 
larger flowers, thick branches, and dense foliage. 

We grow most of ours in Balling Soil—it pays to 
Ball them. Write on order if Single Stem, or if Bushy
